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REMARKS 

The present response is intended to be fully responsive to all points of objection 
and/or rejection raised by the Examiner and is believed to place the application in condition 
for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and allowance of the application is respectfully 
requested. 

Applicants assert that the present invention is new, non-obvious and useful. Prompt 
consideration and allowance of the claims is respectfully requested. 



Status of Claims 

Claims 1-34 are pending in the application. 

Claims 4-7, 12-15, 19-22, 26-29, 33 and 34 have been objected to. 

Claims 1-34 have been rejected. 

Claims I, 5, 12, 19, 26 and 33 have been amended. 

Claims 2-4, 8-11, 16-1 8 and 23-25 and 30-32 hove been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. In making this cancellation without prejudice, Applicants reserve all rights in 
these claims to file divisional and/or continuation patent applications. 

Applicants respectfully assert that the amendments to the claims add no new matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In the Office Action, the Examiner stated that claims 4-7, 12-15, 19-22, 26-29 and 33- 
34 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claims and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4 (appended to claim 1 and listed as claim 1), 12, 19, 26 and 33 have been 
rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Claims 5-7, 13-15, 20-22, 27-29 and 34 depend, directly or indirectly 
from amended independent claims I, 12, 19, 26 and 33 respectively and therefore include all 
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their limitations. Aceordingly claims 6-7, 1 3-1 5, 20-22, 27-29 and 34 are likewise allowable. 
Applicants respectfully assert that this amendment does not narrow the scope of claims 4-7, 
12-15, 19-22, 26-29 and 33-34. Accordingly, the F.xamincr is respecttiilly requested to 
confirm the allowability of independent claims 1, 5, 12, 19, 26 and 33 and of dependent 
claims 6-7, 13-15, 20-22, 27-29 and 34. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

35 U.S.C. § 101 Rejections 

In the Office Action, the Fxamincr rejected claims 1-22 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 
because the claimed invention in claims I, 9 and 16 was directed to non-statutory subject 
matter, as allegedly reciting merely mathematical manipulation of data with no practical 
application. Claims 9 and 16 have been cancelled thus their rejection is now moot. 
Independent claim I has been amended to recite "transmitting a data packet which is an 
operation having a practical application. Independent claims 12 and 19, as amended, recite "a 
transmitter ..." which is a device having practical application. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of claims 1-22 under 
35 USC § 101 be withdrawn. 

35 U.S.C. § 102 Rejections 

In the Office Action, the Kxaminer rejected claims 1-3, 8-11, 16-18, 23-25 and 30-32 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as being anticipated by Moutarlicr (US publication No. 
2004/0028072). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection in view of the remarks that 
follow. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of allowable claim 4. Claims 2-4, 
8-11, 16-18 and 23-25 and 30-32 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e). 



In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the pending claims are deemed to 
be allowable. Their favorable reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested.
